How Beca Gatlier Honey. 


Bees gather honey by the aid of their 


"trunk," "lower lip" or "tongue," 
whicn is uwd us an instrument for ex- 
tracting tha ueetar from flowers. The 
"tongue" of a bee is uot, as was onoe 
thought to he the case, a tube throngb 
which the jmcf>. is sacked, but is built 
more after tiie fushiou of a fine broom. 
With tiiJH broom the bee brushes or laps 
the ijoiity or honey material from the 
flowers leaves, etc., and passes it down 
a groove 111 the upper surface of the 
tongue to the mouth proper. From that 
point the juice is conveyed through a 
minute- orifice into the "first stomach," 
vnlgaily calli'd the "honey bag.'' The 
"honey bag" is a real cheuiicul labora- 
tory, whprv, by some mysterious process 
whi"h ha= uot yet been explained by 
seifiiup, the juices are converted iato 
puic honrr. When tha chemical proress 
of transforming their nectar into vi^id 
hoacy has Lieu competed, the bee dis- 
gorges it into one of the cells made for 
(he purpose of u receptacle. 


For years the microscopists and the 


cntomoloeists have beeu studying the 
bee's laboratory, bnt its workings nre 
at present among the nuuxplained mys- 
teric«.—St. Louis Republic.

J?owtht*y are entering our Louies? as 
domestics, acquiring bchuLir^iup'* 
in our colleges, finding positions as 
clerks in our great mercantile houses 
and otberwi&e coming m touch with 
the essentials of everyday life 
There are neaily 400 of these warm 
skinned inlanders in Xew York and 
Brooklyn. F-nv if any of them have 
been in this country over ten year-- 
They como in small numbers, but 
they come often. In a group adven 
turing together from Japan the 
larger portions lay over in San 
Francisco or seme adjacent town, 
but the movement in this direction 
continues, and the newcomers speak 
of the growing interest which their 
countrymen feel for America and 
American institutions. 


Sanguine people see in this filter- 


ing emigration a way o it of the 
complexities of thpservan problem 
At the Japanese club in Brooklyn, 
at the Japanese mission room, at 
certain uuadvertised headquarters 
in New York, are to be seen young 
Japanese men reading diligently 
They are only awaiting a call to en- 
list as butlers, cooks, valets or men 
of all work in well to do families 
In their own country their services 
would only give them the equiva 
lent of $10 a month. Here they are 
paid from $25 to $40 and have a good 
and 
comf 01 table home besides 


Some of these candidates look to- 
ward to higher vocations in future 
and accept the menial position only 
to gain money for pursuing their 
studies, but many of them regard a 
good place in an American house 
hold as a distinct advantage o v ci 
anything they could do at home, 
and these may be looked upon as 
permanent retainers. It is said of 
them that they do not like to change 
employers often and that invaria- 
bly they give entire satisfaction. 


As regards Japanese women, there 


are very few in this country com- 
pared with the number of men. 
Some prosperous Japanese import- 
ers and public officials, who have 
established their families in ^Tew 
Yoik, have brought along a serving 
maid or two to furthar the comfort 
of the household. A few trading 
houses number among other em- 
ployees one or two women in i-iolc 
shape kmomos and quaint head 
dresses. 
Certain Japanese strays 


and waifs, left over from tlie Jap- 
anese village and exhibition at the 
Chicago fair, have entered house- 
hold service here as the only alter- 
native to the dancing and singing 
that no one now caies to hear.

In like manner, 
when a traveler comes back from a 
journey, his wrists are bound with 
a string to prevent his butterfly 
again wandering off on its own ac- 
count.—Xow York Journal.
